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Claim 18 has been amended id independent fonn. 

Applicant thanks the Examiner for the many courtesies shown in the March 
21, 2006 interview with dieir counsel. No agreement was reached relating to the 
patentability of the claims, but the Examiner did agree that no reference to Riley has 
been used against these instant claims, and that the citation to a *'Riley" reference on 
page 3, line 2 of the February 23, 2006 office action is erroneous. Thus, the only 
references cited against these clainos remain Treyz and Richard. 

A. Claimsi 1-17 were rejected w anticipated by Treyz ander 35 n.S.C. 

§lfl2(e) 

The §102(c) rejecdon of claims 1- 17 is traversed- 
In order to maintain ita^ rfsjection, each and every element of the claimed 
invention must be disclosed by Treyz in at least as great detail as claimed. Because 
Treyz does not disclose, at least "providing Ae radio station infimnatirai to the 
telematics unit responsive to the detected initiation command" as claimed in claims 1, 
9 and 1 7, Treyz cannot anticipate the instant invention. 

The Examiner alleges such a disclose at column 42 lines 28-39, colunm 43 
lines 46-65, column 68 lines 49^1, claims 2 and 3, and FIGS. 17 and 24- However, 
this allegation is misplaced. At most; TVeyz discloses providing information to a 
telematics unit, but not providing received radio station information. Treyz discloses 
an automobile pevsonal computer system for a user to wirelessly internet with 
merchants, communications facilities, information providers^ computers at the home 
or office, or other entities. The user may purchase products using voice commwds or 
by interacting with displays. Treyz does not disclose that radio station information is 
provided to the telematics unit responsive to a detected initiation command. 
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Indeed, Treyz does not disclose receiving radio station information, as cl^ed 
in claims 1, 9, and 17. TTie Examiner's ciiarions to FIGS. 2, 3, column I line 40-50 
and column 15 lines 24-30 are misplaced. Even if Treyz, arguendo^ discloses 
receiving radio signals, TVeyz does not disclose receiving radio station information. 

Additionally, TVeyz does not disclose that the radio station information is 
broadcast on a sub-carrier band, as claimed in claims 6 and 14. The Examiner's 
citation to column 2 U line 60 to column 22 line 12 and colunm 58 lines 47-67 are 
misplaced. At most, Tieyz discloses that xadio stations broadcast radio signals, but 
not that mdio station information can be broadcast on a sub-camer band, or that the 
radio station information can be received on a sub-carrier band. 

The ExamiiK^r's allegation that Treyz discloses that the radio station 
information is received via a sub-carrier band of a radio signal, as claimed in claim 
18, is mistaken. Instead of receiving the radio station information via a sub-canier 
band of a radio signal, Treyz discloses;

The 
drop-dowo menu for baixl sclccijon may tbercfoii: include 
entries «]cb as AM, FM, DIGITAL, INTERNET, 
SATELLITE, cic. Terrestrial digital radio may involve digi- 

5 lal audio iransmisstons iroro tcrr^rial anieonas. Satellite 
broadcast radio may involve, e.g.^ digital music cfaaanels 
thai arts available by subscription. Inieroet radio stations 
may iovolve ibe rcbroadcasi of radio conicm from a regular 
broadcjast source, [niemet radio may be received by auto- 

2^ mobile personal oompuier 14 over a satellite or terrestrial 
wireless Internet link acKl may be decoded using an aqypli- 
caiion that decodes streaming audio cxiAlcnU 
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Thus, Treyz, m most, discloses that radio settings are a^ju^ted using drop 
down menus - not via a sub-carrier band« 

Furthermore, claims 2-8, aad 10-16 depend directly or indirectly from claims 
1 or 9 respectively, and are therefore allowable over Treyz for at least the same 
reasons. 

Applicant requests the withdrawal of the rejections to claims 1-18. 

B. Chums 19-20 were rejected as unpatentable over Treyz in view of 
Richard under 35 U.S.C. §l03(a) 

Tbe § 103(a) rejection of claims 1 9-20 as unpatentable over Treys in view of 
Richard is traversed. Claims 19-20 depend dbixnly or indirectly from claims 1 or 18 
and are therefore allowable for at least the same reasons as claims 1 or 18. 

Additionally, there is no motivation to combine the references as suggested by 
the Examiner. Richard's Teac hi n gs of an onboard vehicle computer system ar? so 
general as to be devoid of motivadons to combine with Tx^yz. 

Claim 19 depends from claim 18» and therefore includes the Ihnit^ons of 
claim 1 8. As outlined above, Treyz &ils to teach or suggest that die radio station 
information is received via a sub-carrier band of a radio signal- Since the Examiner 
correctly does not rely on Richard for any sqcb teaching, the refeiences alone or in 
combination fail to teach or suggest each claim limitation. 

Claim 20 includes similar limitations as claim 18, as well as requiring that the 
radio station information includes a radio station telephone number and that the radio 
station telephone number is passed to the telematics unit via a communication bus in 
response to an initiation command Not only does the combination of Treyz and 
Richard feil to teach or suggest each and every element of claim 20, there is no 
motivation to combine the references in such a fashion. 
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Firsi, neither TVcyz nor Rachard deaoixnce the automobile personal computer 
system of Trey? or the vehicle computer system of lUcbard as less than an optimal 
system. Second, neither reference teaches the desirability of receiving radio station 
information via a sub-cairier band of a radio signals nor the desirability of passing a 
radio station telephone number obtained with the radio station information to a 
telematics unit in response to an initiation command. Furfhennore, a mere allegation 
that allowing 'Ihe user to access a broad spectrum of information in the automobile 
while traveling on the road" does not even allege that even dn improper combination 
of references results in the claimed invention. 
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SUMMARY 

The Examiner's rejections of claims 1-20 have been obviated by remarks 
herein supponing an allowance of pending claims 1-20 over the art of record. The 
Applicants respectfully submit tfiat claims 1-20 herein fully satisfy the requirements 
of 35 U,S.C. §§ 102, 103 and U2. In view of the foregoing, favorable consideration 
and passage to issue of the present application is respectfully requested. If any points 
remain in issue that may besi be resolved through a personal or telephonic interview, 
the Examiner is respectfully requested to cotitact the undersigned at the telephone 
number listed below.
